To  the  Hon.  Wm.  V.  Buskirk,  ^ 

Chairman   of  the  Committee  of  Infernal  Improvement 
of  the  House  of  Delegates,  Md. 

Sir, — I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  let- 
ter of  23rd  uh.,  on  yesterday,  enclosing  a  series  of  resolutions 
adoj)ted  by  the  House  of  Delegates  on  the  16th  same  month,  em- 
bracing certain  inquiries,  which  you  request  me  "to  answer  so  far 
as  concerns  the  Chesapeake  and  Ohio  Canal  Company." 

In  reply,  I  beg  leave  to  state,  that  the  information  called 
for  by  the  first,  second,  and  fifth  orders,  so  far  as  relates  to  this 
company,  down  to  Dec.  1, 1839,  will  be  found  in  two  reports  from 
the  Committee  of  Internal  Improvements  to  the  House  of  Dele- 
gates— the  one  being  Document  KK.  and  the  other  LL. — of 
December  session  1839.  Since  that  period  no  agent  has  been 
employed,  or  authorised  to  be  employed  to  render  service  to  the 
company  by  attending  during  the  past  sessions — nor  has  this 
company  employed  any  such  to  attend  this  present  session  of  the 
General  Assembly. 

During  the  last  winter  two  members  of  the  Board  of  Directors, 
at  the  request  of  the  Board,  attended  at  Annapolis  for  several 
weeks,  to  furnish  such  information  as  might  be  needed  to  mature 
a  Bill  for  the  completion  of  the  Canal ;  and  their  necessary  ex- 
penses were  paid  therefor,  to  the  amount  of  one  hundred  dollars 
each;  but  no  extra  compensation  was  asked  or  allowed  them. 
I  believe,  though  I  have  no  official  information  on  the  subject,  that 
a  like  request  was  made  this  year  of  some  of  the  Directors  by  the 
Board,  that,  if  they  could  conveniently  do  so.  they  would  attend 
at  Annapolis,  for  a  few  days,  for  a  similar  purpose ;  it  being  un- 
derstood that  their  necessary  expenses  should  be  paid  by  this  com- 
pany. 


Ry  reference  to  pnper  marked  I^,  accoinpnnying  tliis  leltci,  it 
will  be  seen  wliat  aiiuMim  lias  been  paid  to  "legal  counsel"  by 
this  company  since  December  1,  183J),  being,  with  a  few  excep- 
tions, for  biervices  rendered  prior  to  that  date,  and  for  services, 
witiiout  exception,  in  prosecuting  or  defending  suits  in  wliicli  this 
company  was  concerned,  or  in  obtaining  condemnation  of  land  for 
its  purposes,  under  its  charter. 

By  order  of  tlie  4th  of  March,  IS  10,  it  was  agreed  that  W. 
Price,  Ksq.,  should  receive  two  hundred  dollars  for  services  ren- 
dered this  company  in  a  suit  against  it  in  Washington  county,  Ma- 
ryland, by  William  Grove;  the  suit  involving  important  princi- 
ciples,  as  concerned  the  comjiany.  That  sum  has  now  been  paid. 
On  Ajiril  I3tli,  1842,  the  lioard  agreeil  to  accept  drafis  upon 
this  company  from  J.  Mason  Camj)l)cll  and  David  Stewart,  Esq'rs., 
each  for  $oO,  payable  12  months  from  date,  for  services  rendered 
this  company  in  a  suit  against  it  in  Baltimore  by  Jacob  Albert,  re- 
lative to  some  stock  negotiation, 'sometime  previous. 

In  addition,  it  is  believed,  that  other  counsel  have  claims  against 
this  company  for  services  in  prosecuting  suits,  or  defending  such, 
in  which  this  company  was  or  is  a  party,  but  those  claims  have 
not  been  presented  yet,  nor  any  compensation  been  agreed  ujion 
or  fixed  by  the  comjiany. 

On  the  23rd  of  December  1811,  Col.  J.  M.  Coale,  was  ap- 
pointed general  counsel  of  the  company — charged  with  supervision 
of  all  suits  in  which  the  company  is  or  shall  be  concerned;  the 
preparation  of  all  legal  papers  required  by  the  company,  and  giving 
advice  whenever  requisite.  So  far  he  has  received  no  compen- 
sation, but  on  the  12lh  ultimo,  his  compensation  was  fixed  at  the 
rate  of  five  hundred  dollars  per  annum. 

In  reply  to  the  6th  order,  I  beg  leave  to  refer  you  to  paper  C, 
accompanying  this  commimication,  which  contains  in  detail,  what 
has  been  already  communicated  to  your  honorable  House,  succinct- 
ly in  the  pajiers  marked  J)  and  E,  accompanying  the  communi- 
cation of  the  President  and  Directors  of  tliis  company  to  the 
Governor  of  Maryland,  bearing  dale  December  2nd,  1842,  and 
whicli  has  since  been  laid  before  the  House  of  Delegates  by  the 
Governor. 

The  paper  herewith  marked  C,  ali(  ady  referred  to,  gives  the 
names  of  each  officer  or  agent  in  the  employ  of  this  company, 
(and  of  his  compensation  per  year,)  at  this  date — being  the  same 
in  every  respect,  ns  on  the  .30tli  of  November  1842,  (the  date  of 
papers  D  and  K,  above  referred  to,)  with  the  exception  of  one 
new  lock  keeper,  appointed  in  the  place  of  one  since  resigned,  and 
also  the  change  in  tlie  president. 

Mr.  Sprigg  having  on  tlie  3rd  December  last  resigned,  the 
stockholders  on  that  day,  allowed  him,  in  addition  to  his  salary, 
"the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars,  in  consideration  of  the  great 
reduction  made  in  liis  salary  as  president,  as  a  remuneration  for 
his  triivelling  and  inciileQJal  expenses  during  the  time  the  said 
salary  was  reduced." 


On  the  same  day,  Ceneral  W.  fiibbs  McNeill  was  elected  pres- 
ident, with  a  salary  of  six  thousand  dollars,  provided  no   part  of 
said  salary  shall  be  paid  unless  funds  were  procured  frir  the  com- 
pletion of  the  canal,  and  with  the  condition  tiial  he   shall  devote 
his  exclusive  attention  to  the  coin()any. 

"No  extra  pay  or  additional  compensation,  "other  than  lliat 
already  named  in  the  case  of  the  president,"  has  been  paid  or 
given,  or  contracted  to  be  paid  or  given,  to  any  agent  or  ofTicer  in 
the  employ  of  the  company." 

Believing  the  foregoing  to  be  as  full  and  specific  as  contem- 
plated by  the  orders,  and  at  the  same  time  as  comprehensive  and 
accurate  as  I  could  make  it.
